SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled LI-N2 F11 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The JPEG computer image file contains two full colour photographs of the same two 
male and female subjects. The file is one of a total 280 computer image files stored on 
a Jaz disk and submitted together. The top image explicitly depicts a naked boy with 
his hand on a female's breast while his penis is positioned at her genitals. She is lying 
across a bed. In the bottom image the boy is on his back and the female is above him 
with her knees between his. Her genitals appear to be in contact with his erect penis. 
The female is ambiguously aged, due to the poor resolution of the images. Script in 
one corner reads 'LL-N2 Ft 1 .jpg'. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes, deeming the publication objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Given the 
characteristics of the publication, the Classification Office considers that the main 
purpose of the image file is the titillation or sexual arousal of adults with a prurient 
interest in children and young people. The style of the image is the same as explicit 
material depicting adults that is intended for adult sexual stimulation, except that these 
images include a boy of 10 to 12 years of age and a female that may be a girl, or 
young adult upwards of 16 years of age. The image is likely to legitimate an adult 
sexual interest in children and young people since the pair present as relaxed; they 
may be interpreted as not minding or even enjoying the activities in which they are 
engaged. 
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The JPEG image file format has significant implications for the intended or likely use of 
the publication. This digitised format allows for optimal reproduction qualities of 
photographic images. The format facilitates proliferation and wide distribution of the 
image nationally and internationally among similarly oriented individuals, by private, 
electronic transmission between computers using Internet technologies. 

Referring to New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 issues, the application of s3(2) of the 
FVPC Act deems the publication objectionable. The limit on freedom of expression 
resulting from the classification is demonstrably justified and prescribed by law.
